Savannan, Ga, Jap. 20, 1865. 

Savannah bas escaped being laid in ashes; a3 it stands, 
@e bas suffered terribly. Tho fire kiog has visited hor 
peoplo and her dwelling houses, aud to-day can bo -wit- 
‘measoil scones of desolation, wreck, poverty and suffering. 
‘Hind not an all-wiso Providence interposed to etem tho 
earrent of destruction, there would not now be a etono 
Je one upon another in the once proud ‘“orrost City.” 

YREVIOUS TO TH FUL 3 
* Thoso who happened to be in the city of Savannah on 
‘Whe night of the 27(b of January aud tho morning of tho 
5th will notsoon forget the events which transpired 
@uring that period. The horrors of such a time can 
Bearcoly bo met with moro than onco in a lifetime. 

Notwithstanding tho fact that tho clly lay in the grasp 
efe large army, her streeta patrolled by the Provost 
Board, ter boundaries picketed by armed soldiery, hor 
eitizons subjects for watthfulness and care; yet unlyer- 
fl quict hiss reigned in her m{dst sluce the entrance of 
Ehermman's army, This peaco did not promise to bo coon 
Broxen. Tho pooplo eocmed to bo perfectly calislled 
with tho progress of events. Things looked as if thoy 
Were goon to run back into their usual chamiela Men 
met in tho etrocts, shook hands, talked, Jested and 
Laughed, while genuino content beamed from every coun- 
Yenancs Thero were many to bo found who prodicted 
Bappiness and ndyaneoment In tho future, and Tew who 
Fappored that o terrible calamity might soon overtake 
Ube city and {ts inhabitants. But these felicitous antic: 
patlong were doomed goon to be dispelled. 

COMMENCEMENT OF THE FIRE, 

Elayen o'clock struck from tho Exchange Building, 
‘land its echoes had scarcely died away when tho fire bell 
pealcd gpt ito notes of alarm. A denso smoke from tho 
‘wouter part of tho olty indicated tho locallty in which 
We fire commenced. Tho fire apparatus wero speodily 
on their way, but thelr onward movements wero quickly 
whecked in consequence of events which will appear 
Rereafter. . 

‘Tho firo commenced on tho north vide of Tabby streot, 
between Ann and St. Gall strecta, It broke out in tho 
stable of Mra Ann Morrell, Whether this fro was tho 
work of an incendiary or purcly accidental has not yot 
Been demonstrated. Some assort that {t was rebel hands 
‘which applied the torch, and jt may bo well here to re- 
toark that strong evidence has been adduced Lo carry out 
‘tbls Idea’ Thero aro also mhny other circumstances 
Brought forward to prove that tho fro was eimply tho rev 
malt of accldont. ‘The general feeling in Sayannah ‘3 
hat the robels are thoipartics answerable for this torr-

At tyrelve o'clock, midnight, the Games had reached 
Granite Hall, corner of West Bread and Broughton 
ntreeta This bad beew sed by the r.bety asan ansenal 
for sbolls and amnmunition, and it was known that a larg 
quantity of the former was then stored in the building. 
Fome asserted (hat thera were thirty (ons of gunpowder 
in tho arsenal, and this announcement received eredenco 
atthe hands of a great many. and epread with rapidity 
thmoghout the length and breadth of the city.

TUE BCENE AT xIGIT—THE GTY AROCRED. 

When the fire burst into its full magnitude the ecene 
presonted was one of flerce and thrilling grandeur. No 
pon can fatly describe, nor any aniist properly delineate, 
the avfal mafealy of the picture. Tho night was calm 
‘and closr. Fortunately thero was no etrong wind blow- 
ing at tho time. Dy standing on an elavated position 
(which was comowhat dangerous) you had an excellant 
viow of tlie whole scene. Some of the shells burt 
high io the air, carrying deetrnction, and, in 
some cases, death, with them. The lurid flames lit 
up tho horizon for miles around. Tho sparks of 


firo flow through the alr over tho entire city, 
and ju seyoral instances fired buildings at ita 
extreme end; but no great Injury ts roported 


as baying resulted from these mlesilea. One ehell etruck 
tho water tank siluated within o few yards of Granite 
Hal), and passed clear through, making @ hole, ont of 
Which the water gushed, forming an arch of rome twenty 
foct and having a descent of about thirty. This added a 
new and orisinal charm to the grandoar of the wholo 
ecene. The James played fiercely around tho water os 
it cams pouring out, whilo, etrange to say, tho tank itrol 
romained without further injury. Throughout the city 
all was confusion and alarm, The citizeos rushed hither 
and thither ja every dircett tho military were ordered 
undorarins and patrolled the etrects; guards wero placed 
oncach corner; half dressed mon and women stood In 
{ho thorough‘ares and at house eutrances, while torror 
was depleted on the countenance of cach citizen, Tho 
Delief that tho arrenal containcd m largo quantity 
of gunpoveier etrongtyened hia terror, and 
oyery moment the terribl® exploson was oxpected 
) hake the elly to atoms Some _eimplo 
individuals who were far removed from the scene of the 
fire yentared the assertion that General Hardee had como 
back (o tho city and twas thundering at Its gatos for ad- 
miesion. There were fow to be fonnd, however, to whom 
thin asertion looked anything like rearonsble. Then 
some suppored that tho vitlzens and military bad got into 
pn altercation; bat thiy also ecomed to be an Linpossibility, 
fas tho most cordial fraterual relations bad exictod ho- 
{yveon theo particr, But a little time explained all, and 
fomewhat restored the conddonce and quict of tho cltl- 
zou, 

OPERATIONS OF THR ENRLS—ACCIDINTS AND IXCIOENT? 

Tt is a providential fact that more deaths have not 
ensued from the oxplosion of the klicllk From accounts 
Which I gleaned amid the ruins of tho firo It would ap- 
poar that some fifteon oF twenty persons had been elther 
burned to death or killed outright, Roports are current 
(at large numbers have been buried under the falling 
walle; hut no facts hail yet transpired to substantlato tho 
aseertion. It {8 true, boweyer, that daiten haber of | 
perzona have been wounded by pieces of ehell. A few 
of theso I have seen, Dut none whoso injuries will provo 
of fatal character. 

Pioces of shell yore found in ome instances tyro milo 
from the arsenal. Tho strecté leading to the locality wero 
#trown with fragments of those dangerous missiles. Sevo- 
ralhonseaand s numberoftrees bore undoubted marks 
of the visitation, while [ron railings and payements were 
torn from thoir repositories and. piled in evry direction, 
‘Hundreds of pooplo were in tho streets, and come had 
tho daring to go within a short distance of the firo; but 
sovoral paid dearly for their carelessnves. One young 
man hal lis arm ehattered dapgerously, while auother 
received a soyero fracture of the leg, Some others wero 
troubled with ecratches and narrow cecapes,- Through 
West Broad stroct, leading to tho river, tho eholls fel) 
thicleand fast, and tho sireots became well sprioklod 
with tho fragmonte, Bi 

Casea are known where pieces of sholl entored houser, 
‘wounding the jnmates, On the corncr of Barnard and 
Liberty ctrects, somo considerable distance from the fire, 
tho residence of Mr. \f. Bullock was entered by one of 
these impolite yisitors, The ebell entered ono of the bed: 
rooms, Whero part of tho fatally reposcd, but no corlous 
infary resulted. 

‘Afiremap, named John Butler, while on duty in St. 
Jullen sircet, was struck by a fragment of ehell, which 
tore opcu his head in a fearful manner. On being re- 
moyed to a place of eafety be dicd in a short timo af. 
torwarda. Several heart rending incidents of o similar 
character might bo montloned, bat, owing to the great 
confusion incident apon the aJlair, it ts impossible for 
tho present. to glye detalle. 

NARROW FSCAPE, OF GENERAL GROVER. 

‘The gallant Gencral Grover, now post commander at 
the city of Savannah, hed a narrow escape from reeoiv- 
Ing serioas injuries, He was standing on the stoop of 
Mis headquarters, When aheayy plece of shell whizzed 
past his head. It could not hayo Ween more than two 
inches from him, and bad a propolilng forco of no mcan 
strength. Had the General been standing in a different 
attitude, the probablilty {a that he would have beon 
stricken dead. 


A cmvALnows Act. 
Closo to the areonal, on the opposite sido of tho stroot, 


yeas n building In which severad shells had been placod. 
On tho sidewalk aleo wero a number of tho>missiles, 
Tho fire was raging with fury at this time, tho flames 
threatening overy moment to reach the other sido of tho 
strect and cause these shells to explode. It is ald that 
asmall quantity of powder aleo Jay stored in this build- 
Ing. ‘The great feat to be accomplished waa the removal 
Of this ordnance. Fest could be found daring enough to 
risk thelr lives Io this ack None could toll Bat that tho 
next eliell from tho arsenal would be hurled into thelr 
midét, or canso tho explosion of all tho dangorous 
material) which thoy were endeavoring to remove, 
Bat brave men wars found’ to do the work, and thoso 
men belonged to the Ninetconth corps ofthe United 
States Army. ‘They wero undor command of Lieutenant 
Colonel York and Capiain’ Weston. A hand cart was 
rough, the shells put foto. Into, andin this manner 
wore cairied away. Scveral cltizens were fn th» vicinity, 
to whom appeals worn made for assistance; but thoy re: 
fused. Ono oxcused himself on’ the ground of being 
agected with a rupturo; another bsd_asore arm; a third 
asoro leg... These Were somewhat lamo excuses: but tho 
lant net was! accomplished, notwithstanding. All 
nor ta the noble fellows who thus risked thelr lizes to 
save others! Were it motor thelr exertions much moro 

damage would bavoreseited. 

USOTHER ATTRAFT 0 CAVES ExTOSON. 

Axkegof powder, with tho head off, was found sta- 
tioned on tho sidewalle, opposite tho arsénal in Whittaker 
sirect, on tho night of the fire, There were thirty tons of 
gunpowder in this buildiog.

Tt was Indeed a pltifel sight to sco the hundreds of 
‘nfortonste women and children who have been cart 
upon the cold charitfes of the worid by this conazration.

At two o’elock Iu tho morning the oxplosions bad al- 
most entiroly ceased, at three tho flames wore sinking 
rapiilly, and by slx'thoy had entircly dieappearcd. 1 
‘was Jcethalfan bour after daylight when f burried up 
West Broad street to the scene of the fire. So perfect o 
picture of smoking ruin and desolation It would be dif. 
cult to find. Whole blocks had beon swept down; tho 
eye was sickened wilh tho miserable appearance of 
everything on which {t rested. A largo crowd had 
assembled to look at the pitiful ecenc. Hundreds 
of cilizeus wera thers, anxious to know tho. trio 
condition of their friends. The sulforers by the fro wero 
on hand, busily enzaged in picking up any article of pro- 
perty belonging to them which might have escaped tho 
| fangs of the doyouring clemont, Firomen poured wator 
upon (he ruins. Fragments of phell wore thickly sat- 
tered on tho ground In tho vicinity, Some fow explo- 
sions took place during the day, making It anything but 
safo to hover around the locality, Hundreds of thoso 
shells remained plied up amid the ruins of the arsenal; 
but theso had not received their ammun'tion. Some, 
howoyer, looked upon them with a very suspicious oye, 
‘and hurriedly decamped on catching tho first glimpse. 
Aboutelght o'clock In the morning two Women wero 
Hightly (njured from an oxplosion. This accident had

The Richmond Pence Commissioncre= 
President Lincoln Gone to Mect Thom. 
The signs and sounds of peace multiply on 

every breeso from the South. Yesterday we 

had tho intelligence that Mr. Seward, shutting 
up bis desk in the State Depariment, and put- 
ting on his travelling hat, overcont aud muflier, 
had departed, by the way of Annapolis, to meot 
the three distinguished peace commissioners 
from Rebeldom awaiting bim at Fortress Monroe. 

Next, we recolyed the information that, follow- 

ing close upon the heels of the Premier, the 

President imsolf, in a special train, had left 

Washington for the same destination and tho 

same purpose. 

Theee movemonts havo greatly strengthened 
the prevailing impression that there is “some. 
thing in the wind” between Washington 
and Richmond—something which may ripen 
into a treaty of peace, We have regeived somo 
inklings of the peace programme which 
Wo are ossured will be discussed, inolud- 


torvontion they hnve themsclyes dismissed. 
They complain that they have been betrayed 
by England and Franco, and that the South, in 
roturning to the Union, will at least find some 
moasure of satisfaction in turning against them 
in the enforcemont of the Monroe doctrine. To 
this we answer, oven so let it be, ond all the 
people will say Amen, But King Cotton has 
also bourayed his deluded subjects, and has lost 
his Southern crown, by dabbling in this rebel- 
lion. King Slavery, too, has boon fearfully 
beaten and badgored abont, and kicked ond 
cuffed on oyery side, until finally Congress has 
interposed and banished him. As thoy now 
stand, if the people of the rebellious States de- 
siro to save anything from the wreck and ruin 
of the war; if they wish to save themsolyes, 
thelr sons In the fiold, their cotton in store, 
thelr plantations and stock, and their negroes 
under ony sort of discipline, they will make 
peace now. They will submit to “manifest des- 
tiny” without further challenging tho strong 
and of subjugation. They will return to the 
Union at once, so that without loss of time they 


may proceed to reorganize their social system 
and their Inboring raco, so as to conform to the 
now order of things before them. 

‘Taking all these things into the estimate, we 
cannot donbt that peace is neor at hand. It is 
possible tliat President Lincoln and Mr. Seward 
may open tho door ins manner acceptable to 
the fastidious Southern independence croakers 
at Ricbmond. Otherwise, Grant, Sherman, 
‘Thomac ond Sheridan, will bring such arguments 
to bear as will speedily mnke a peace cummis- 
sloner of every remnant of the Southern con- 
fedoracy. 


The Quota of tho State Reduced by tho 
Presidont—The Blunders of General Fry 
Corrected. 


The committee, consisting of Senators An- 
drews snd Bell, from this Sinte, had an inter- 
view with the President yesterday, and sno- 
ceeded in convincing him that the calculations 
of our quota of drafted men, announced by Pro- 
yout Marshal General Fry, were, grossly incor 
rect. The President, therefore, upon examin- 
ing into the matter has decided to reduce the 
number allotted by General Fry on the last 
call twenty-five per coat on the State quota. This 
will reduce the quota of this city by some five or 
six thousand, leaving the number to be suppliod 
by the metropolis about fifteen thousand. 

The whole of the loyal States are thrown into 
confusion, discontent and disgust by the extra- 
ordinary action of Provost Marsbal General 
Fry. It is impossible for the most clear-beaded 
arithmetician to make onything out of Fry’ 
caloulations upon quotas Such an inextricable 
labyrinth of figures was never concelyed before 
in a mattorso really eimple of adjnstmont. { 
Fry’s orders of one day have been so often an- 
nulled thenext that we never know for a weok 
togother how we stand with regard to our quota 
ofthe draft, His lost monstrous demand for 
twenty-one thousend men from this city was 
the greatest ontrage ho has yet committed; but 
happily, the amends has, toa certain extent, 
been made by excoutive interference.

Tho Question of Pence—The Main Ob- 
stacle to Agreoment Now Out of the 
Way. 

The topic of paramount intorest to tho peo- 
plo just qt present is the endeavor to negotiate 
peace. Both sides have given some evidence 
ofa disposition to close the struggle in that 
way. On our side, the country hos indignantly 
refused to listen to the professional “peace 
men”—thoso friends of the enemy who tried to 
make pence by weakening the force of our 
blows. But there isno donbt that real and 
sincere peace movements would be regarded 
with favor by the people, and that our real at- 
tompts to nogotiato peace baye been insensibly 
stimulated, not by any consideration of failure 
in our power tomake war, but by a national 
magnanimity consistent with the greatness of 
our cause and with tho groainess of soul and 
thonght that has grown up in our earnest of- 
forts for tho success of that couse. It is difl- 
cult to believe that the rebel attempts to 
negotiate peace haye any other origin than 
the -consciousneas of the rebel leadors 
that their cause Is lost, and that while con- 
tinued wor will inevitably sweep down oll 
thoir hopes and idoas in gonoral rnin, poace 
may save an little. But efforts stimulated in 
that way may bo ns earnest as thoso that have 
a better origin. And thd enemy bas done 
all in his power to make thom carnest 
‘and real by composing bis peace delegation 
now within our lines of three mon of dis- 
tinguishod ability, who aconrately reprosont 
the more important elemonts of the rebol power, 
‘and by sonding them in the only in which 
they could be received by onr authorities. 

Tf the lenders on both sides will aol ina fair 
spirit, the negotiation of a good. nid honorable 
peace is now quite within the rango of possi- 
bility. The difficulties that hitherto stood in 
the way of the negotiation of peace arose from 
three great obstacles—obstacles that seemed to 
render it impossible to settle the torms of peaco, 
and dangerons to try it Those were slavery, 
confiscation and the question of amnesty. 
How would it be sbont slavery? Would 
the government insist upon the forfeil- 
ure of all property? Would it insist upon 
the punisbment of all who had borne 
arms against it? These were questions so 
vitally important to the oontrolling political 
power on our side, and of such yery direct 
interest to every man on the other side, that it 
did not seem possible they conld be settled 
satisfactorily by negotiation. Indeed, aside 
from the evident difficulty that negotiators 
Would have to agree in thoir views upon these 
points—the points were so exceedingly vital 
that there were no public men whom the re- 
spective sides would trust to settle them. Thore 
were no men in whom they had sufficient confi- 
dence. They were questions of such genera] 
ecopo that every one had to be in at the nego- 
tion; and thus the respective embassies were 20 
large that their debates were battles. 

Slavery was the greatest difficulty—a Triton 
to which the others were hardly more than 
minnows. Insuperable heights of objection 
arose whenever North and South touched that 
topio in argument. It was to the South o 
“corner stone,” a base withont which there 
conld be no superstructure. It was the “uni- 
versal postulate” of Sonthern reason. On tho 
other hand, the North justly considered that it 
could not make peace and leave that institu- 
tion alone. Northern men saw that to make a 
peace ond leave slavery alive waa to throw 
away all the grand struggles of this war, and 
utterly waste all the blood and money that had 
been spent in it. The danger of peace negotia- 
tion was that the politicians wonld get their 
heads together, and sgree on less in this re- 
spect than the war would give us if prosecuted 
only a little longer. But now all this grand 
trouble is ont of the way. Slavery is on issue 
wbsolutely taken out of the contest, Congress 
has sent it to the States which will settle it in 
the natural way. The absence of the Southern 
representatives and Senators mado this result 
possible, but that absence was their own fault; 
and the result is a fact that we cannot go be- 
hind. There are enough States on our side the 
line to abolizh slavery and they will do it. 

‘The difficulties that remain, then, are those of 
confiscation and amnesty, It is doubtful how 
far Congress has the powerto go in these matters. 
The constitution declares that Congress sball 
not pass any bill of attainder or ez post faclo 
law, and its confiscation law is in ita operation 
both. Such matters must be left to the opera- 
tion of our laws as thoy were when the war 
broke out, and if we cannot confiscate under 
those lows we cannot at all. But, not to press 
the question of the power of Congress, to insist 
pon an extreme policy on such points is to 
pursue a policy of vengeance. History shows 
such a policy to be unwise, and we ought to 
suppose that our leaders will not let political 
passion, mere pertisan fury, weigh in the 
balangp sgainst the pacification of the country. 
Confiscation is not the vital point that slavery 
was, and ye can well afford to give way on it 
where we could not have given way on the 
other, Congress has put the matter of amnes- 
ties in the hands of the President. He is not a 
man to strike where he can just as well spare. 
If be can make a wisor use of that power by 
the extension of amnesties to all, it is within his 
discretion, and he certainly will not let any 
policy of vengeance stand in the way. In 
short, since slavery, the grand question of ques- 
tions, is definitely cettled our way, it would not 
bo a very bitter thing to the people if we 

should rolinguish entirely tho other two points, 
sinoe they, after all, are less than that one.

Ecelesiasttonl Missions to Hurope—Their 
Real Purposes ond Effects. 

Tho Tribune a few days ago published a 
prominent double-leaded editorial article, under 
the caption of “The Recognition Intrigue,” ‘a 
which the writer stated that he had “ot length 
obtained a olue to the Enfopean oomplot where- 
from tho elayeholding rebels are comforting 
themselves with hopes of powerful and specey 
aid for their sinking cause.” 

Now, when a newspaper publishes a double- 
leaded articlo in ils prinojpal editorial column, 
it is generally supposed that something positive 
and emphatic is meank But, on reading the 
article in tho Tribune, we find nothing to com- 
mand even ordinary attention. We are there 
told that of an early stage of the rebellion 
Dr, Lynch, the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Charleston, loft the Sonth for Europe on @ 
sort of roving commission from Jeff. Davia 
to the governing Powers of the Old World, 
bot with instructions to make Rome hte 
focus of his operations, Granting that the 
Bishop really went on tho mission nesigned him 
by the Tribune, there is nothing remarkable in 
it, It is well known that our own government, 
carly in the struggle for its supromnoy, also went 
a distinguished ambassador to Europe—the late 
Most Reyereid and lamented Archbishop 
Hughes—not for “the purpose of # rch- 
ing for sympathizers ond allies,’ but 
to enlighten the Eurepenn governments con 
cerning the nature of the rebellion and the 
grand purposes forwhich the nation was con- 
tending. We all know what was the result 
of the Archbishop's mission. He was overy- 


where recciyed with’ courtesy ond attontion, 


both as being o high ecclesiastical dignitary 
and (he special representative of the United 
States government. He had audiences with all 
tho leading statesmen of Europe, (o whom he 
doubtless gave much valuable information 
concerning our resources, power and de- 
termination to put down the rebellion 
Nothing practical followed on the Archbishop's 
visit to the other sido of the Atlantic. A great 
deal of sympathy—roal and untcal—was ex- 
pressed with the country, and there the matter 
ended. 7 

OF the mission of Bishop Lynch—if ho really 
bad a direct mission from the rebel Presi- 
dent—the same must be said. Whatever efforts 
he may hayo mide to obtain iho nid of 
the European Powers in favor of the 
confederacy, it is plain that thoy baye 
all/been futile ond abortive. It is very renson- 
ablo to cuppose that, belag in Europe and a 
friend of the Southern cause, tho Dishop would 
use oll his infuence {0 impress the governing 
classes favorably as to the chances of success 
attending the rebellion. But this is not proba- 
bly the true reason that took Bishop Lynch to 
Turope. After tho complete blockade of 
Charleston, his ministerial occupation was gone 
for the time being. In the severe bombard- 
ment which tbat city suffered from the federal 
fortes the Bishop’s church, with its schools and 
his flock were dispersed, and he suddenly 
found himself at liberty fo go where he 
pleased. He decided on going to Europe, 
no doubt to confer with thehead of the Charch 
on matters purely ecclesiastical. But as a 
missionary of the Cross, whose purpose is peace, 
he was but too glad to bear any mission that 
would tend to stop the fratricidal strife sa 
fiorcely raging here. That he did so we bava 
no doubt, and it is no wonder that, as a cour 
teous gentleman himself, he was courteously 
received everywhere. When at the Pontifical 
Court of Rome he banded the letter of Messra, 
Slidell, Mason and Dudley Mann to the Holy 
Father. This document, with some others re 
lating to the same subject, including the Pope's 
reply, will Ve found in another part of to-day’s 
poper, republished from the Herat of Decem- 
ber last. 

This, it seems to us, is the whole sum and 
substance of Bishop Lynch’s “operations”? 
in Europe. No negotiations bave brought 
about intervention or anything like it, The 
Pope’s reply, as well as those of the other 
Powers, put @ finishing blow to the rebel 
hopes in Europe, and beyond the mere cont 
expression of sympathy with this or that side, 
they will not attempt any direct interference 
with onr affairs. This reply indicated the utter 
failure of the reported intrigues. This is the 
whole story ina nutahell,
